- CLASS RINGS AND BRILLIANT AUDIENCE.
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OG&JB0BERT L DULA

Splendor of the Gowns Formed! a,

Rival Attraction to the Thor-

oughbreds, Which "Vere of
Unusual Merit Hack o'

Diamonds Captured the
Blue" Ribbon in the

Gaited Saddle
Competition.

Brilliant ns hac been the onenlns nights
of Horse Shows of the past, that of 1W3,

which opened last night at the Coliseum,
will bear comparison with Its predecessors
In all respects, and In many It had a de-

cided advantage.
Society uched for the show by, its

presence, and the hundreds of magnificent
costumes, relieved by the more somber
tints of the conventional evening dress of
the men, made an effective background
for the superb equines that competed In
the rincs.

The Coliseum wore Its gaU drcs? In
honor of the Horse Show, and the profu-

sion of white and green sjftcned and
made more pronounced the splendor of
th gowns worn by the women, whlrh
proved an equal If not greater attraction
than the thoroughbreds in the an.na.

The managementfdeserves crM't t the
smooth manner In which the event? were
run. There was no hitch or walt.and the
only accident was trivial in Its result1.

The ring of broughf'out
five entries, .and after the ensemble pa- -'

rade and feats of driving" perfoimed
the whips. Individually, the Ju'g? ad-

vanced to award the prizes.
As Gussle Busch was tooling his brake

on the last round his off leader fell and
dragged Its teammate with it The tangle
was quickly straightened and the accident
did not interfere with the award.

In addition to the regular ring compe-
titions there was an ' eihlbltlonby trie
Hale Fire Fighters, the Are company
which has captured the highest awards'at
shows In Paris and'London.

It proved a welcome break to the famil-
iar rings, and the almost human Intelli-
gence displayed by the highly trained pair
of white horses received generous recog-
nition.

ROADSTERS OPEN SHOW.
A ring of seven roadsters opened the

show. There was keen competition be-

tween A. E. Ashbrook, who drove Rule's
entry, Silvia Bel and Silvia Del, and Bob
AulL It required several turns about the
arena before the Judges could render a
decision.

Max Orthweln's entry, Harry Grattan
and Lulu Brignt, were well nandied and
were the popular tavorltes. During tne
nrst parade tney were heartily applauded
and are truly magulncent animals, though
hardly able to compare in class wlih tne
rlDbon winners. .

The Kansas City team was clearly the
best While a feeling of civic pride maue
the local entries stronger favorites with
the crowd, there was an honest recognition
of the Justice of the award wnen the
ribbons were attached.

"The winners are highly strung "bay
mares and were handled In a, manner,
that showed their points to the best ad-
vantage. Bob Aull handled his well- -,

known team in his usual scientific' man-
ner.

There were only three exhibitors In the
ring for single harness horses shown to
suitable vehirles. Gussle Busch took the
blue premium with his bay mare Marie.

Mayor Wells's broTra gelding Dawn, a
recent acquisition, was the Win-
ner, and Blucher, shown by D.. R. Cal-
houn, took the third prize.

GAITED SADDLE CLASS.
The gaited saddlers were the feature of

the ( evening. The entire field of eight
paraded and awakened enthusiasm, es-

pecially the entries of Thomas Dunn, C.

W. Crowley and Harry B. Hawes. whose
horses took the ribbons in the order
named.

There was little doubt regarding the
award of the blue ribbon after the first
circle of the arena. Jack O' Diamonds
is practically In a class by hlmselt

The winner was shown under Tom
Bass, the negro rider, who has gained a
country-wid- e reputation. He handled
Jack O' Diamonds in a superb fashion and
the noble horse responded gallantly to the
demands made upon him. '

Jack o" Diamonds is a chestnut horse of
,i.rn.iKArl rfoan Itmhs and sDlr- -
lted action attracts Instant attention, and'
his victory was well received oy tne lovers
or horse flesh, who thronged the prom-
enade. ..Another popular favorite was B.
Hawes's horse. Doctor Faukner. The
Frenchman was "clearly the sacond horss
In the ring. Many horsemen believe that
Black Prince, J. W. Morrison's entry,
should have taken precedence over Doctor
Faulkner, but the awards, as announced,
were well receleved.

Harness horses shown to runabouts
brought out a very large ring. .The ap-
pointments counted 60 per cent In the
awards In this event, and the vehicles
were above reproach.

Jack Bratton, the young son ,of John S
Bratton, early established himself a a
favorite, and his frequent parades "were
greeted with applause and the flrst ut

cheering of the evening.

partment will In a short time cause a
civil-servi- examination to be conducted
for Deputy Inspectors in the customs serv-

ice at the World's Fair.
There will be an Inspector In general

charge of the work and a Deputy Collector'
assigned to each building.

It will be necessary to keep a constant
